SCHOOL REPORT. 


The following report of the schools in town for the past year 
is respectfully submitted : 

We can say that the schools in town for the year have all 
been successful both as regards the general deportment and ad- 
vancement made in the studies pursued. 

Metcalf’s Grammars and Egeleston’s Histories were intro- 
duced at the commencement of the fallterm. ‘The latter study 
has been too much neglected of late in our schools and we are 
pleased to see the interest shown in itsstudy the past two terms 
especially in the schools at East Village and Croydon Flat, for 
if there is anything the youth of to-day need to learn, it is of 
the development and progress of our country. 

The total length of schools for the year has been 91 weeks at 
an average cost of $7.20 per week. Whole number of scholars 
enrolled for the year, 88. Average expense per scholar, $7.45 
Average expense per scholar in each school: East Village, 
$6.50, 21 cents per week; Flat $7.75, 24 cents per week; Ry- 
der’s Corner $6.23, 37 cents per week ; Brighton $13.66, $1.36 
per week. 

Owing to the small number of scholars no school was had in 
Div. No. 1, the scholars attending in Div. No. 2 and 3. 

DIVISION No. 2. 

The summer term was taught by Miss Mary C. Pernette, who 
had taught here the previous year. ‘The school was broken up 
somewhat the first part of the term owing to sickness among 
the scholars, yet the close of the term showed that the teacher 
had faithfully performed her duty and the advancement made 
by those under her charge had been satisfactory. ‘The fall and 
winter terms were taught by Miss Minnie T. Clark, a teacher 
of experience, who has a special adaptness for the work of the 
school room and the examination at the close of the school year 
showed that most commendable work had been done during 
Miss Clark’s two terms here. The advancement made by all 
the pupils was all that could be desired. 
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DIVISION No. 3. 


The school for the year was taught by Miss Bertha Sawyer. 
Miss Sawver entered the work with a purpose to make her 
school a success and that she succeeded the work of the school 
for the year clearly showed. Special mention should be made 
of the improvement in arithmetic by those especially who at- 
tended the whole year. 


DIVISION No. 4. 


No summer school was had here on account of small pox, 
The fall and winter terms were taught by Miss Mabel S. Coop- 
er, who labored faithfully for the success of her pupils and 
those who attended constantly made good improvement. 


DIVISION No. 5. 

One term of 10 weeks here taught by Miss Isabelle Paul. 
This was Miss Paul’s first attempt at teaching but she showed 
that she possesses the requisites of a successful teacher. ‘The 
advancement made by the scholars was good.
